The prohibition fight is on in the 
Georgia legislature. [ft will be the 
leading subject for maneuvering, if 
not of discussion, during much, if not 
all, the remaining portion of this 
year’s session. There was a mild, sug- 
gestion of the pending confilct yester- 
day, when a filibuster prevented the 
second reading of the Tippins bill, rel- 
egating near beer to the positively 
unlawful. 

Those who oppose strict prohibition 
will show their hand again Thursday 
by putting forth as their card a bill 


sponsored by Joe Hill Hall, representa- 


tibe from Bibb, legalizing beer saloons, 
anc providing for the establishment of 
“package houses," under restricted lo- 
ca! option.

The eecond reading of the 
bill.

The passage of the Tippins bill. 

The Tippins bill was in line for sec- 
ond reading Wednesday. The debate 
on the woman-lawyer bill had not 
proceeded thirty minutes before it was 
evident that those prolonging the dis- 
pussion didn’t care a rap whether that 
Measure was reconsidered or not. 
They didn’t want the “second reading 
of bills” notation in the regular sched- 
ule of business to be reached. It was 
not reached.

According to figures compiled by 
Captain W. H. Harrison,, of the 
department of the comptroller 

eral’s office, 
from 73 counties of the state show 4 
total net increase of $9,593,150 over 
1910. 

Captain Harrison has received the 
tax digests from a total of 73 coun- 
ties out of 146, and but eleven of 
these show a falling off this year. 

The total returns for 1910, exclusive 
of railroads and other public service 
corporations, amounted to $642,650,122, 
or an increase of $38,211,914 over the 
preceding year. 

Captain Harrison estimates that for 
1911 the total increase will not be so 
gwreat as it was in 1910, but even at 
that, will approximate $26,000,000, ex- 
clusive of the returns of railroads and 
other corporations. 

There are yet 73 counties to be 
heard from and among these are Ful- 
ton, which is expected to show an in- 
crease of between five and six mil- 
lions: Floyd, Bibb, Muscogee, Chat- 
ham, Richmond and _ several other 
large counties, all of which are ex- 
pected to show large increases. 

The eleven counties which have fal- 
len short of their returns for last year, 
with the loss shown by each, are as 
follows: Gilmer, $49,172; Glascock, 
$26,347; Gordan, $39,350; Heard,. $19,- 
669; Jackson, $14,084; Laurens, $255,- 
194; Lincoln, $7,843; Newton, $21,522; 
Pickens, $,14;. Towns, $6,294; Web- 
ster, $32,764. Total, $476,653.

The house committee on public prop- 
erty madé its report on the sale of 
the mansion property as decided upon 
Tuesday afternoon. It was submitted 
by Mr. Allen, representative from Up- 
son, chairman of the committee. 

The following resolution, providing 
for the outright sale of the property, 
was contained therein: 

“Be it resolved by the house of rep- 
resentatives, the senate concurring, 
that the governor is hereby authorized 
and directed after thirty days’ adver- 
tising, to offer for sale at public, out- 
ery, either on the premises or before 
the courthouse door of Fulton county, 
as in his discretion he may deem best, 
the property of the state situated in 
the county of Fulton and the city of 
Atlanta known as the executive man- 
sion and grounds, and which property 
is bounded on three sides by the 
streets of the city of Atlanta known 
as Peachtree, Spring and’ Cain; that 
he is authorized to advertise the sale 
of said property in one or more daily 
newspapers published in the cities of 
Augusta, Macon, Columbus, 
Savannah, Rome, Athens; that in said 
advertisement he shall cause a full 
description ofthe property to be given, 
and in addition~to advertising said 
property in said daity_newspapers he 
is authorized and empowered to make 
such other advertising as he~sees fit, 
and he may contract with any persons 
engaged in the real estate business in 
the city of Atlanta for the purpose 
of advertising said property and con- 
ducting the Sale; that the advertise- 
ment shall contain in addition that no 
bid will be received for said property 
for less than $400,000. 

“Re it further resolved that when 
said property is offered for sale the 
governor is hereby authorized to make 
a good and sufficient title in the name 
of the state to the purchaser of said 
property, conveying the property to 
the purchaser at said sale in fee sim- 
ple, and the governor is authorized 
and directed in the name of the state 
to execute a deed to said property and 
cause the same to be attested by hay- 
ing affixed thereto the seal of the 
executive department; provided, that 
no bid for said property at said sale 
shall :be received for less than the 
sum of $400,00. 

“Be it further resolved that in the 
event the property is sold the money 
therefrom shall be. deposited in the 
treasury of the state of Georgia to be 
by the treasurer credited to the public 
property fund in the treasury, and 
shall not he disposed of otherwise than 
provided by law.” “ 

Representatives Fullbright, of Burke, 
and Hall, of Bibb, led the winning 
fight in the committee for the out- 
right sale of the property. Their view 
won by a majority of one, and is ex- 
pressed in the report and recommenda- 


tion made Wednesday. The report will 
be acted on by,the house later.

to prevent importations free of duty 
from all the world of meats of all 
kinds and cereals of all kinds. Other 
provisions of the bill remain un- 


touched. , 

The house free list bill was defeated 
in the senate Tuesday by a tie vote, 
39 to 39. If Senator-etect Hoke Smith, 
of Georgia, had been present and voted 
for the bill it would hdve been passed 
and meats, flour and other articles of 
food would have gone on the free list. 

After the deféat of the house Dill 
the Kern amendment was added keep- 
ing meats and cereals off the free list 
and the bill was then passed. 

Provisions of House Free List Bill. 

The house free list bill, H. H. 4413, 
calendar number 69, reported to the 
senate adversely by Mr. Penrose on 
June 22, 1911, without amendment, is 
entitled: ' 

“An act to place on the free list ag- 
ricultura] implements, cotton bagging, 
cotton ties, leather, boots and shoes, 
fence wire, méats, cereals, flour, bread, 
timber, lumber, sewing machines, salt 
and other articles,” 

It reads: — | 

“Be it enacted by the senate apd 
house. of representatives of the United 
States of America, in congress as- 
sembled, that on and after the day fol- 
lowing the passage of this act, the fol- 
lowing articles shall be exempt from 
duty when imported into the United 
States.” , 

The sixth paragraph of the bill as 
adopted by the democratic house fo!- 
lows: 

‘Beef, veal,, mutton, lamb, pork and 
meats of all kinds, fresh, salted, 
pickled, dried, smoked, dressed or un- 
dressed, prepared or preserved in any 
manner: bacon, hams, shoulders, lard, 
lard compounds and lard substitutes, 
and sausage ard sausage meats.” 

Paragraph 7 reads: 

“Buckwheat flour, corn meal, wheat 
flcur and semolina, rye, flour, bran, 
middlings and other offals of grain, 
oatmeal, and rolled oats, and all pre- 
pared cereal foods and biscuits, bread, 
wafers and similar articles not sweet- 
ened.” 

If the Bill Had Passed. 

Had the bill passed the senate as it 
came from the house it could have 
been sent to President Taft immedi- 
ately for his signature. The effect 
would have been, if stgned by the 
} president, to admit free of tariff? duty 
from all the world the avdveve-named 
articles.

The Appropriations Committee 
Makes Favorable Recom- 
mendation on Bill. 


In order that a sufficient mainte- 
nance fund may be provided for the ad- 
ditional inmates now in the institu-! 
tion, the appropriations¢ committee of 
the house of representatives voted 
yesterday afternoon to recommend an 
appropriation of $530,000 to the state 
sanitarium at Milledgeville, an in- 
crease of $65,000 over I&st year.

BLOCK POPULAR ELECTIONS OF SENATORS. 


Again the movement for the popular election of United States 
senators, designed to bring the members of that body closer to the 
people and make it more responsive to popular demands by letting 
the people choose their senators, has met with disappointment 
and delay. 

The dispatches from Washington indicate that the measure will 
not be urged again until the session of congtess which begins De- 
cember 5th. 

For one reasan or another the senate has four times rejected a 
similar resolution sent over from the house; or failed to pass it, 
which amounted to the same thing. The fifth time, it was passed 
after the Vice-President broke a tie which resulted in the adoption 
of an obnoxious amendment, designed to make the resolution ob- 
jectionable to southern senators. 

Now the measure is in conference, and there it is likely to stay. 
The democratic house will not accept the Bristow amendment, 
which seeks to give congress the right to prescribe the “times, 
places, and manner of electing senators.” 

Visions of undue Federal interference by means of registrars, 
marshals, and troops, immediately flashed before the eyes of south- 
ern democrats, with the introduction of this amendment. A restora- 
tion of reconstruction conditions, and the possibility of settlement 
of contested elections by a partisan body, was involved in the new 
paragraph, 

The senator from Kansas, which has 18,000 negro voters, and 
the senator from Utah, joined hands in fighting for the objectionable 
amendment, contending that it was necessary to perpetuate the Fed-' 
eral government. 

If anything more were needed to disclose the hollowness and 
pretense of those who, under the guise of friends of the popular 
elections resolutions, supported this amendment, it was disclosed 


by the reception accorded the substitute of Mr. Bacon. 

“Let it be provided that congress shall take such action when a 
state fails or refuses to provide for an election,’ said Senator Bacon.

The importance of this announcement to the Georgia bar lies 
not only in the return of ownership in these reports and their copy- 
rights to the state, but also in the fact that the Harrison Company, 
through its advantageous arrangement, is_ enabled to put their 
prices within the reach of lawyers of moderate means. 

A complete set of Georgia supreme court reports is, perhaps, the 
most important feature of a Georgia attorney’s library.

were priceless. This transaction means now that every volume will 
be in print within the state, and that the complete series will be 
within the reach of practically every member of the Georgia bar. 

President George W. Harrison, of the company which made 
the purchase, was for twenty years state printer, and no man in 
Georgia, perhaps, is better equipped to know and-~understafd, the 
Georgia lawyer’s library necessities. His venture in this transac- 
tion is one that goes beyond the bounds of private interest and 
must appeal to every one who gives a thought to the proper preser- 
vation and publication of important Georgia records. 


SCHOOL FOR DEAF-MUTES. 


Establishment of a primary school for deaf-mutes, to open with 
the coming fall term in September, was a progressive and com- 
mendable step on the part of the Atlanta board of education, which 
is alert to innovations that will meet community educational needs. 

A room in the Hill Street school, accommodating twenty-eight 
pupils, has been set apart for the purpose, and the children will be 
under an expert and capable teacher, who will arrange the classes 
to suit the needs both of the beginners and those who have made 
some progress in primary education. 

Atlanta’s public school for deaf-mutes, one of the first estab- 
lished in the south, will be in the nature of a preparatory institution 


| for those expecting to enter the state school for the deaf at Cave 


Spring, where they may pursue more advanced courses; and it has 
the peculiar and valuable advantage of enabling the younger chil- 
dren to remain at home with their parents while in their. formative 
ages, instead of being compelled to attend school away from home, 
where, being but one of many, their needs and wants may be not 
so well looked after. .

On Friday automobilies were em- 
ployed in Marietta, probably directcd 
from Atlanta, and hurried calls were 
made on members of the Cobb County 
Democretic Executive Committee to 
convene the next day. The result was 
that out of forty-six members twenty- 
eight met. By a vote of twenty-two 
to six (twenty-two being less than a 
majority of the whole, and the whole 
being what is termed a Hoke Smith 
committee), resolutions were adopted 
charging that Brown was a boiter 
last _year,and calling on the state 
democratic executive committee to 
rule him out of the coming primary 
for governor. 

In view of all the circumstances, it 
seems to us that this violently parti- 
san and unseemly action maked 
Brown's candidacy a necessity. 

In the year 1908 Brown was nomi- 
nated for governor. Yancey Carter be- 
came an independent candidate. After 
Brown's nomination, and during the 
pre-election period while Carter was 
stumping the state, Hoke Smith's per- 
sonal organ, The Atlanta Journal, kept 
up a fire on the democratic nominee, 
and no prodding could induce that 
paper or Mr. Smith to utter one word 
in regard to the candidacy of Carter. 
But it was announced on the day of 
the election that Hoke Smith prompt- 
ly redeemed his party pledge by vot- 
ing for Brown. That statement was 
at least printed in Atlanta, and it was 
accepted as being true and as fully 
maintaining his party loyalty. 

Last year, the evening before the 
convention assembled which nominat- 
ed Smith, the editor of The Telegraph 
was present when a petition by wire 
was handed Governor Brown urging 
him to become an independent candi- 
date for governor. He read it, passed 
it to the hands of another and re- 
marked: “I am neo bolter.” That was 
all that was said. That remark was 
printed in The Telegraph a few days 
later, and it sufficiently positionized 
the governor if any statement from 
him was at all necessary. 

The Telegraph in 1906 fought 
strenuously against admitting those 
into the primary who would not avow 
openly their allegiance to @emocracy. 
The Journal urged that the populists 
were “as good Georgians as g@nybody, 
and better than many,” and should be 
allowed to vote in the democratic pri- 


mary. The populists then, headed by 


Tom aWtson, were for Hoke Smith.

Judge Fite and the Press. 
(From The Macon Telegraph.) 
Last week Editor Shope, of The Dal- 
ton Citizen, published a criticism of 
Judge A. W. Fite’s charge to the grand 
jury in Whitfield county, couched in 
humorous terms. But the judge did 
not think it was funny and he issued 
an attachment for the editor for con- 
tempt. When Shope was haled into 
court the judge furnished a written 
apology and retraction which he told 
the editor he must sign or go to jail. 
He signed. One of the conditions was 
that the apology and retraction should 

have editorial position in the paper. 

Some week or two before the Geor- 
gia weekly editors met in Cartersville, 
the home of Judge Fite. At a banquet 
a five-minute limit was put upon the 
speakers. It is reported that Judge 
Fite got the floor for a talk to the 
editors and held it for the balance of 
the evening. It is said that this act 
‘riled” the boys, particularly those 
that had a five minutes’ speech up their 
sleeves. Whether Shope was one of 
these we are not advised. Anyhow, it 
is said that among other things the 
judge very properly and very earnestly 
emphasized the advice that the editor 
should always write and print his con- 
victions; that if he were an editor 
he would do it if his good right arm 
withered at his side. 

But it seems that Shope followed the 
advice too literally to please the judge. 

It is recalled that about two years 
ago the editor of The Chattanooga 
Times printed something about Judge 
Fite which displeased the court, and 
a writ of attachment for contempt was 
issued for the Tennessee editor, but it 
could not be served outside of the 
state, and the aforesaid editor judi- 
ciously keeps on his own side of the 
line, 


That made them “good Georgians” for 
the time. But when they turned 
against Hoke Smith they ceased to be 
“good Georgians.” It was “a cut of an- 
other color.” Now the effort is to rule 
out these people, although they have 
since the year 1906 returned to the 
democratic party, and the Cobb county 
committee proposes to rule Brown out 
of the primary because about 15,000 of 
them voted for the governor without 
his sanction in the regular election in 
1910.

Editor Constitution: July 21 there 
appeared in the papers of the state 
a dispatch from Macon, Ga., in which 
the Bibb County Medical Society urged 
upon the general assembly the neces- 
sity for the removal of the School for 
the Deaf at Cave Spring to Macon. 
After enumerating the reasons there- 
for, the dispatch goes on to say: 

“The Georgia school

“One does not have to e conversant 
with the scientific advance to know 


is fifty years behind the times. It 
was demonstrated in Atlanta only a 
few days since, when the deaf-mute 
teachers of the state, headed by the 
principal of the Georgia school, met 
and resolved not to teach the oral 
method.” 

Slowly, slowly, gentlemen! 

Two of the paragraphs quoted above 
are as ful] of misstatements as is a 
sieve of holes, and shows to what ex- 
tent these gentlemen are conversant 
with the facts. 

Firstly, the Georgia school has given 
the oral method a prominent place. 
There are at present eleven oral and 
only four manual. classes in the 
school. So, since these learned gen- 
tlemen of the Medical Society of Bibb 
county say that “the Georgia School 
is fifty years~behind the times,” they 
mé@st attribute it to the ora] method. 
Thus they contradict themgelven. 
Would they have the conditions re- 
versed? : 

Then there is the cock-and-bull 
story about “the deaf-mute teachers of 
the state, headed by the principal of 
the Georgia school, meeting in Atlanta 
and resolving not to teach the oral 
method.” The principal and teachers 
would never be guilty of such tom- 
foolery. The meeting of the Georgia 
| State Association of the deaf is prob- 
ably referred to. This association did 
; meet ant pass a resolution condemn- 
pe the ptre oral system, and upnota- 

ing the combined system. The deaf 
have been through the mill. They 
know from bitter experience that the 
pure 0:al method is a failure in so far 
as practical results follow. They have 
muth more right to express them- 
»Selves on Guestions concerning the fu- 
ture welfare of the deaf than have 
these who jump at conclusions. 

Nort one-half of 1 per cent of the 
congenitally deaf are able to express 
themselves freely to hearing people 
without recourse to pencil and pad. 
And sadder to tell is the fact that the 
time spent in aequiring a smattering 
of spoken words might have been em- 
Played to better advantage in giving 
the deaf a firmer and more compre- 
hensive grasp of our language by 
means of the much despised manual 
method. 

The writer of this article lost his 
hearing when he was just rounding 
the sixth year of his mortu&l existence. 
That was forty-eight years ago. H 
was educafed by that method which 
the medical society of Bibb county 
scornfully affirms is fifty years behind 
the times. He ia not a lip reader, but 
can talk just a little bit. He is tired 
of hearing would-be judges who know 
nothing about it extolling the puré 
Oral to the detriment of the combined 
method. He resents the imputation 
that the methods employed at the 
Georgia school are fifty years behind 
the times, For these and other rea- 
sons he would challenge the medica! 
society of Bibb county to a practical 
demonstration. 

Let the gentlemen choose an orally 
taught person. Let them bring him 
before the general assembly, put him 
on the rostrum, and give him a para- 
graph from some book, magazine, or 
newspaper to read for the delectation 
of the assembled solons. Then put the 
writer through the same ordeal. If, 
in the judgment of the assembly, the 
product of the pure oral school can 
read more fluently, pronounce his 
words more clearly and distinctly, and 
give utterance in a voice more natural 
than can the writer, then the latter is 
willing to acknowledge the “corn” 
and confess there is ‘something” in the 
pure oral method. Should the writer, 
on the other hand, demonstrate his

Editor Constitution: Regarding re- 
cent reports under Savannah date 
lines, the correspondent from Savan- 
nah does Liberty county an injustice. 
He states that Newton J. Norman re- 
turned from Atlanta very much exer- 
cised over what the legislature did 
relative to a bill introduced by Liber- 
ty county’s representative, Joseph 
Parker, and which the house passed 
un@himously. He gtaTes that Newton 
J. Norman, who is solicitior general of 
this circuit, and who does reside in th 
county, thinks that the bill is uncon- 
Sstitutional, and that the bill would 
result in making a division of the 
whites and blacks in this county. 

Mr. Norman is wrong. The bill calls 
for an election to determine whether 
or not any repairs over $3,000 shall be 
allowed, or in other words, the matter 
of building public buildings, etc., cost- 
ing over $3,000 would have to be at 
the consent of the people by their 
ballot. 

There are only 70 negroes in the 
county that are qualifiea to vote, and 
at any future time there will not be 
enough negroes to qualify under the 
disfranchisement and pure election 
laws to be a balance of power in any 
election. 

The matter of building a courthouse 
heretofore has been in the hands of 
the commissioners. The commission- 
| ers decided that now was an oppor- 
tune time to build it, but the people 
did not think so, and carried before 
the commissioners a petition asking 
them to defer the building and turn 
their attention to good reads. The 
commissioners unceremoniously turned 
down the petition and attempted to 
build the courthouse,. anyhow. ‘he 
people, not to be outdone, petitioned 
the ordinary to call an election, and 
they carried a petition of more than 
enough to call the election in order 
that the people could say where and 
when they wanted the courthouse, but 
the ordinary struck the petition twen- 
ty-eight names below the required 
amount. The people mandamused the 
ordinary, and this matter is now be- 
fore the supreme court for its deicsion 
in the matter, and in the meantime the 
commissioners were going right ahead 
advertising for plans and _ specifica- 
tions and the people on the petitron 
asking for the election fil n in- 
junction against the commissioners 
letting the contract until the man- 
damus suit was disposed of.

Of Measure Proves Futile,

Payton, of Worth, Who Made 
Motion, Speaks Thirty Min- 
utes in Advocacy of Same, 
but It Is Defeated in House 
by 59 to 107. 


The woman-lawyer bill occupied the 
attention of the house during another 
period of frenzied eloquence spread 
through two hours of the morning ses- 
sion Wednesday. 

Two motives lay behing the contin- 
ued fight for the bill. One was an un- 
fulfilled desire on the part of the 
friends of the measure to have its de- 
feat on Tuesday—through failure to re- 
ceive a constitutional majority—kept 
from being made permanent. The other 
was a small filibuster to prevent the 
reading of the Tippins near-beer bill 
a second time with the favorable re- 
port of the committee. Both failed. A 
sustained call for the previous ques- 
tion checked the filibuster and the 
motion to reconsider was voted down 
almost two to one. 

Payton Leads Fight. 

Mr. Payton, of Worth, made the mo- 
tion for reconsideration and spoke for 
about thirty minutes in advocacy of 
the same. 

He said the bill would have passed 
on Tuesday had a full membership of 
the house been present when the vote 
was taken, and he thought it nothing 
fair that it be given another 
chance. He reviewed the arguments in 
favor of the measure. 

One of the telling features of Mr. 
Payton’s speech was the story of Miss 
Nellie Cowan’s career as student and 
lawyer. 

Miss Cowan was a young woman of 
modest means, working as a stenog- 
rapher. She found time and energy to 
study law. For several years after | 
gaining admission she served the mem- 
bers of the general assembly as stenog- 
rapher. Her Knowledge of law enabled 
her to be of great service to lay mem- 
bers of the legislature. 

Now she is practicing law in Jack- 
sonville as senior member of the firm 
of Cowan & Butler, which, though 
young, .is one of the most successful 
firms in that city. 

Several who did not speak Tuesday 
took advantage of the motion to un- 
burden themselves of considerable 
pent-up oratory.

Aye and Nay Vote. 

When Mr. Hardeman ceased speaking 
the previous question was called and 
an aye and nay vote was taken. 

In explaining his vote Mr. Adams, 
of Hall, said: 

“TI hope the members of this house 
will sit down on this b.il. The people 
of Georgia are laughing in their 
sleeves at this legislature.” 

Mr. Anderson, of Chatham, said that 
there was no valid reason why the bill 
should not be put back on the calen- 
dar so that it: might be considered 
again next year, He thought it was a 
eourtesy due to Speaker Holder, its 
author. 

Mr. Bower, of Decatur, explained 
why he opposed reconsideration. 

“The bill has had a full and fair 
hearing,” said he, “and it seems to me 
a useless consumption of time to re- 
consider the action.” 

Mr. Brannon, of Coweta, corrected 
what he said was an error in the re- 
port of his remarks the day before. 

“TI believe,” said he, “that the time 
has come when the courts will gain 
much from the refining influence of 
women.”

NW ANNUAL SHOOT} ON NEW DISTRICT 


Second nfanty of Macon Comes 
Second, 250 Points Behind 


Claude C. Smith, of the Brig- 
ade Staff, and Captain W. T 
Spratt, of the Fifth, Each Win 
Hh of the Five Medals Of- 
fered. 


The Fifth regiment yesterday won 
the annua) stdfe shoot from the other 
national guard organizations of the 
state, leading its nearest competitor 
by a comfortable margin of 250 points. 

The Second infantry, with head- 
quarters in Macon, came in with sec- 
ond honors, thereby winning the Can- 
dler trophy, while the Second cavalry 
was third, winning the Paxon trophy. 
The Anderson trophy, first prize, went 
to the Fifth, as winners of the meet. 

In the individual matches for medals 
Major Claude C. Smith, of fhe brigade 
staff, and Captain W. T. Spratt, of the 
Fifth, carried off the honors, each 
winning two of the five medals award- 
ed. Captain J. O. Seamans, of the 
Second cavalry, won the fifth event 
in the individual matches. 

Captain Spratt added other honors 
to his already long list by running 
up the largest score in the competition 
for places on the state team. In this 
event, Major Smith also did well, land- 
ing fourth honors and running close to 
the second and third men. 

Honors Evenly Divided. 

Honors in this last event were al- 
most evenly divided between all of the 
organizations represented. The Fifth 
pulled slightly away from the others 
in the number of men to contest for 
places on the state team, but the Sec- 
ond infantry was not far behind, nor 
was the Second cavalry. 

The conditions under which a por- 
tion of the shooting was done were 
anything but favorable. The range 
inn rather dark practically all day, 
because of cloudy weather, while some 
of the individual medal matches were 
shot in a driving rain. This accounts 
in a large measure for the failure of 
the state’s cracks to come up to the 
standards they have set for the past 
two or more seasons.

the purpose of working them into 
Shape for consideration by the whole 
committee.

Mr. Anderson expressed the opinion 
that a sub-committee, fully informed 
as to the wishes and desires of the 
representatives of each of the eleven 
existent districts, will be in better po- 
sition to formulate a reapportionment 
bill than would the entire committee. 
After this bill is formulated, he said, 
the whole committee can meet and 
discuss the proposition, The sugges- 
tion, or some other arrangement equal- 
ly as effective, will probably be acted 
upon at another meeting which the 
committee will hold Thursday after- 
noon at 4 o’clock. 

Mr. Hall stated that in view of the 
importance of the reapportionment 
proposition and the difficulties which 
will be experienced in making an ar- 
rangement that will meet with any- 
thing like general satisfaction, it will 
be necessary for the committee to drop 
everything else and get right to work 
at once and keep at it until the mat- 
ter is disposed of.

Accordingly, any change which may 
be made in congressional district lines 
will make no change in the bourfdaries 
of the agricultural school districts,

BLACK REPUBLIC 


President Simon Ftees—Five 
Members of His Party 
Killed at the Wharf. 


Port.au Prince, August 2,—Revolu- 


tion in Haiti has triumphed. Presi- 
dent Antione Simon fled the capital 
today and took refuge on board the 
Haitien cruiser Seventeenth Decembre, 
formerly the yacht American. With 
him are his; wife and a number of his 
followers. The Seventeenth Decembre 
lies in the harbor .tonight and it is 
believed Simon is awaiting the arrival 
of foreign merchantman on which he 
can take voyage for St. Thomas, D. W. 
I, or Jamaica. 

On all sides the capital is invested 
by followers of General Firmin, one of 
the revolutionary leaders. The city 
itself is in the hands of a committee 
of safety and there is no general dis- 
order. Tonight numerous shots were 
heard, but these are believed to have 
been fired only in celebration of the 
overthrow of the Simon administration. 
Fereign interests are believed to be 
secure. 

None of the foreign. battleships have 
landed their blue-jackets. The depar- 
ture of the aged president was not 
without disorder, however, for as he 
was embarking at the wharf, there a 
riotous demonstration in which the ex- 
president’s chamberlain, Deputy Prin, 
of Jeremie, and five other persons 
were killed and Clementina Simon, his 
daughter, and six other persons were 
wounded. The injuries of Miss Simon 
are slight. 

Among those with Simon, who will 
accompany him in exile, are General 
Monplaisir, minister of war and min- 
ister of the interior Sylvain. 

Antione Simon assumed the presi- 
dency of Haiti December, 1908, after 
Nord Alexis had been deposed, and on 
December 17 was regularly elected as 
the .executive by congress.

Savannah, Ga., August 2.—(Special.) 
The improper use of @ word in the 
bill providing for the monument in 
Midway cemetery in Liberty county to 
the revolutionary heroes, Generals

New York, August 2.—-The govern~ 
ment’s August condition report, issued 
at noon today, proved a shade under 
average expectations, but the per- 
centage of %9.1 was the highest on 
record for ten years with one ¢X- 
ception, pointing, it was considered, to 
a very large crop, and while there was 
@ 00g deal of covering, prices showed 
little change. The close was steady 
net 6 points lower to 3 points higher, 
generaily unchanged to 3 points high- 
er on new crop months. 

The market opened steagy at a de- 
cline of 10 points on August and of 3@ 
7 points on other positions, in response 
to lower cables. There was a slight 
rally immediately following the call 
on covering and buying for a reaction 
by people who believed that the gov- 
ernment report had been discounted, 
but, on the whole, shorts showed much 
less nervousness than recent buyers; 
the south continued to sell here; -pri- 
vate cables from Liverpool reported 
continental selling in that market 
which was followea by European sell- 
ing here, and the market soon weak- 
ened. 

Before the government report was 
issued new cro ppositions had sold 
off to a net loss of about 10@13 points, 
within 2 or 3 points of Monday’s low 
records, and August, influenced by in- 
creasing reecipts and talk of easier 
southern spot markets; as well as 
scattering liquidgtion, had declined to 
a net loss of 27 points. 

Immediate'y following the publica- 
tion of the bureau there was a cover- 
ing movemen ang a rally of several 
points from “teh lowest, but while 
geome of the biggest bears were said 
to be taking profits on lines of con- 
tracts estimated at over 100,000 bales 
during the afternoon buyers seemed 
to find plenty of cotton offering and 
the new crop at no time showed gains 
of more than 4 or 5 points, compared 
with yesterday's close. 

Last prices were a point or two off 
from the top, but the undertone of 
the market seemed to be steadier dur- 
in@ the last hour and the buying was 
thought to be of a better character 
than earlier in the day.

Markef Inclining Toward Low- 
er Level---Bonds Reached 
Stocks. 


New York. August 2.—On @ much 
larger volume of trading, the stock 
niarket today manifested a pronounced 
inclination to seek a lower level 
Prices held fairly steady at the out- 
set, but early in the session @ sell- 
ing movement provoked substantial 
deciineés. The movement was at times 
strongly suggestive of bearish initia- 
tive but was quite successful, inas- 
much as the outcome resulted in a 
number of severe net losses. The 
heaviness of the list probably was 
traceable to a number of causes bear- 
ing, more or less, directly upon sée- 
curity values. Railroad and other ex- 
ecutives have recently been preaching 
caution and conservatism, but these 
utterances were seized upon yester- 
day when a number of poor railroad 
reports were submitted, as somewhat 
in the nature of a warning. 

Another unwholesome influence is 
the persistency with which currency 
is given to rumors that a federai in- 
vestigation of the so-called “money 
power” is probable. An incident which 
added much to the day’s unsettlement 
was the action of the American To- 
bacco Company directors in deferring 
payment of the quarterly dividend on 
the common stoc This step, it ap- 
pears, was taken largely as a legal 
precaution pending the readjustment 
of the company’s affairs, as ordered 
by the United States supreme court. 

Tobacco ghares were materially af- 
fectéd, the common stock making a 
net decline of 12 points on the “curb,” 
with a loss of over 6&6 points for 
Standard Oil, whose affairs also in 
the way of reorganization. Unques- 
tionally, the uncertainty gnd confu- 
sion connected with the making over 
of these important corporations are 
to be counted among the  petential 
factors of the present period. 

Another theory advanced in explan- 
ation of the market's heaviness is 
tnat the local exchange is now di- 
gSesting the large amount of securi- 
ties sold here through London and 
continental sources, while the Moroc- 
can situation was most acute. 

London was fairly active here to- 
day, with a small] balance on the buy- 
ing side. The fortnightly settlement 
was expressed at the showing of the 
Harriman lines. The German bank 
statement showed a loss of over $12,- 
000,000 in its gold holdings, with ex- 
pansion of $13,000,000 on loans and 
discount. 

Distinct weakness was shown by 
United States Steel today and _ the 
selling was naturally associated with 
developments bearing upon the faderal 
inguiry into the company’s purchase 
of Tennessee Coa] and Iron. In point 
of fact, however, steel was much 
Stronger than many other speculative 
leaders, Union Pacific, Northern Pa- 
cific and Reading losing 2 or more 
points. Bethlehem Steel preferred de- 
clined much on a denial of rumors 
that dividends are to be resumed in 
the near future. Many of the more 
obscure specialties suffered heavily in 
the courge of the session, which closed 
weak at about lowest prices. 

The government cotton crop report 
up to July 25, fixing the average con- 
dition of that staple at 89.1 as against 
88.2, the previous month and 75.5 in 
July of last year, seemed to exercige 
no influence marketwise. 

The bond market reacted in sympa- 
thv with stocks. Total sales par 
value were $2,639,000. The United 
States government bonds were  un- 
changed on call.

ALLEGED HOLDUP 
MUCH OF MYSTERY 


Report to 
Clew to Work On. 


Up to a late hour last night the 
postoffice inspectors had not solved the 
reported highway robbery of C. J. Car- 
ter, negro mail carrier, who reported 
to the police Tuesday night that he 
had been held up on Bailey street 
at the point of a pistol by one man 
while another man rifled his collected 
mail and made away with several reg- 
istered packages which had. been col- 
lected by him during the evening. 

Early in the morning Carter made a 
formal report of his experience of the

The Shaw mileage bil] passed the 
senate yesterday afternoon by a vote 
The bill was passed as 


The amendments reduced the size of 
towns in which separate windows must 
be maintained for mileage books and 
Straight tickets from 3,000 to 2,000 
population, and gave the railroads 
until December 1, 1911, to install the 
windows instead of until thirty days 
after the passage of the bill. 

The bill requires that separate win- 
dows muSt be maintained, or mileage 
pulled on trains, or not more than 2 
cents a mile shall be charged, if the 
railroads refuse to grant mileage. 

The bill first passed tm’ the senate 
several days ago, but was reconsidered 
upon the request of its author on ac- 
count of an unintentional omission on 
his part. The omission was that of 
the word “agents,” and upon the bill's 
reconsideration Wednesday this word 
was placed in the body of the measure, 

Many amendments, substitutes and 
substitutes for substitutes were of- 
fered, and it took more than two hours 
of explanation and questioning in or- 


substitutes were adopted.
